SAIGON (AP) - Thousands

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


full-employment budget, Presi- 
dent Nixon's bookkeeping de- 
vice, is spending what you 
think you ought to be making. 


But don't try it on your per- 


sonal budget unless you're pre- 
pared for a bad credit rating 
and bankruptcy. No sensible 
businessman 
would 
operate 


that way, either. His profits 
would turn into losses and his 
business would go under. 


But if you're the government 


of the United States, spending 
what you think you ought to be 
making is not only possible, but 
under Nixon it is desirable. The 
budget he sends to Congress 
next Monday will reflect that 
desire. 


The full-employment concept 


works for the government be- 
cause it owns the printing 
presses that crank out the dol- 
lar bills that everyone spends. 
And, besides, it has a spotless 
credit rating. 


A full-employment budget is 


deficit spending with a theo- 
retical lid. The lid is what the 
government thinks it ought to 


be making. That, say the econ- 
omists, is what the Internal 
Revenue Service would collect 
if the economy were working 
well—if everyone had a job and 
business were running at max- 
imum efficiency. 


But that's too ideal, say Nix- 


on's economists. They define 
full employment as about 4 per 
cent joblessness since there are 
lots of people who can never 
find work. Getting below that 4 
per cent also has a catalytic ef- 
fect on the inflation rate. 


So what must be done is de- 


cide how much the government 
ought to be making from tax- 
payers if there were 4 per cent 
unemployment. This "full-em- 
ployment 
revenue" 
dictates 


how much the government can 
spend. If the economy is bad 
and joblessness is high, as it is 
now, this means a big actual 
deficit. 


In fiscal 1972, that's what la 


happening to Nixon. The deficit 
is going to soar to about $40 bil- 
lion, highest since 1945. 


Nixon's budget that will go to 


Congress Monday will retain 
the full-employment concept. It 


will ^ balanced at full-employ- 
ment revenues—and contain a 
big actual deficit. But why use 
such a technique in the first 
place? 


To Nixon, it is a self-fulfilling 


prophecy. He says if you spend 
what you think you ought to be 
making, you eventually should 
be making what you are spend- 
ing. 


In theory, this is so because 


big actual deficits are stimu- 
lative. The budget is translated 
into federal projects; federal 
projects into jobs. Jobs mean a 
snappier economy and 
that 


means more tax money. 


Thus, the circle is complete 


without touching off inflation. 


Former President Lyndon B. 


Johnson rolled up a $25-billion 
deficit in fiscal 1968. Nixon's 
deficits are bigger. But his ad- 
ministration still blames John- 
son for triggering 
an 
in- 


flationary boom, contending 
there was no need for deficit 
spending when the economy 
was at full employment in 1968. 


In other words, the Nixon 


people say, the Johnson admin- 
istration spent more than it 
thought it ought to be making.

Q. My husband just suffered a 


severe heart attack. This is his 
third and our doctor says he will 
never be able to work again. My 
question is WHEN should he file 
for disability benefits? 


A. Although no-payment can be 


made until the seventh full 
month of disability, 
your 


husband should file his claim 
right away so that processing 
can begin and his checks will not 
be delayed. 


Q. I am permanently disabled 


and will never be able to work 
again. I became disabled in an 
automobile 
accident 
three 


months ago. Since I cannot 
receive monthly payments until I 
have been disabled over six 
months, why should I be in a 
hurry to file my claim? 


A. You need to file your claim 


as soon as possible because it 
will take two to three months to 
process it and if you wait until 
you have been off work seven 
months to file, your first check 
will be late. 


If you file now, perhaps we 


have your first check to you on 
time at the end of the seventh 
month. 


Q. I understand that there is a 


six month waiting period for 
disability payments. What I do 
not understand is, will I even- 
tually be paid for these six 
months? 


A. You are correct about the 


six month waiting period. This 
means no payment is ever made 
for the first six full months of 
disability, not even retroactive 
payments. 


Q. My doctor has told me I will 


never be able to work again. I 
have been to the social security 
office and filed for disability. I 
was told that I could not be 
paid for the first six months; will 
I be paid retroactively for these 
months later on?" 


A. No. There*is no payment 


made for the first six full months 
of disability, not even retroac- 
tively. 


Q. I am too disabled to work 


and even too disabled to go to the

social security office to flte a 
claim. What should I do? 


A. You should telephone UK 


social security office. Your claim 
can probably be completed by 
telephone and malted to yo» for 
your signature. This leads me to 
say that whatever one's business 
is with a social security office, he 
should telephone first to see 
whether it can be handled by 
telephone.

Early Wynn's tomato-picking. 


Wynn, a 300-game winner 


who had failed three times pre- 
viously to be elected to the 
shrine that houses the sport's 
heroes, was notified of his elec- 
tion while picking tomatoes at 
his home in Nokomis, Fla., 
near Sarasota. 


Wynn was grateful. 
"I'd been hoping for it," he 


said, "but I didn't want to build 
up my hopes too high. It's like 
being placed up there on a pe- 
dastal, not like getting a gold 
watch for your longtime efforts. 
It's recognition I was waiting 
for for a long time." 


But, 
said Wynn, he would 


have been happier if the honor 
had been bestowed when he 
first became eligible. "I don't 
think I'm as thrilled as I would 
have been if I had made it the 
first time," he said. "Natural- 
ly, I'm happy. So is my wife. 
We have had a long wait. I was 
disappointed the first year and 
disappointed the second year. 
The third year I just shrugged 
it off. 


"I would nave liked to have 


joined Stan Musial, Ted Wil- 
liams and Walter Johnson as 
players who gained the honor 
the first year they were eli- 
gible." 


Koufax did exactly that, be- 


coming the ninth player to 
make it his first year of eligi- 
bility. Others who did it were 
Jackie Robinson, Bob Feller, 
Ty Cobb, Babe Ruth, Honus 
Wagner and Christy Mathew- 
son. 


Koufax was surprised by the 


honor, embellished by a record 
vote total. 


"I'm a little surprised I got 


as many votes as I did," Kou- 
fax explained. "I didn't have as 
many good years as some oth- 
ers in the Hall and I thought 
that might count against me." 


Koufax pitched for the Ixjs 


Angeles Dodgers for 12 years 
before an arthritic elbow ended 
his career. But it's the last four 
that made him a Hall of Fam- 
er. 


From 1963 to 1966 he had 


records of 25-5, 19-5, 264 and 
27-9 with earned run averages 
of 1.88, 1.71, 2.04 and 1.73. He 
also pitched a non-hitter each 
year, including a perfect game 
in 1965. 


And that made him, at 36, the 


youngest player ever to be 
elected. 


"This is the biggest honor 


I've ever been given, not just in 
baseball, but in my life," said 
Koufax. 


Berra was even more ex- 


cited. 


"My fans and friends were 


really pulling for me," said 
Berra, who missed out by just 
28 votes last year when he was 
eligible for the first time. "My 
kids are happy about it, and I 
feel great." 


Koufax led the balloting with 


344 votes while Berra received 
339 and Wynn 301. A record 396 
votes were cast with the play- 
ers needing to be named on 
three-quarters of the ballots, or 
297, to be elected. 


Only one other player besides 


Koufax, Berra and Wynn ever 
has received more than 300 
votes—Stan Musial who collect- 
ed 317 in 1969. 


Berra and Wynn, like Koufax, 


had considerable credentials. 
Berra hit 358 homers while bat- 
ting .285 for the New York Yan- 
kees while Wynn was one of 
only 14 pitchers in history to 
win 300 garnes in a 23-year ca- 
reer with Washington, Cleve- 
land and Chicago. 


All three have kept some con- 


nection with baseball following 
their playing days, Berra as a 
coach for the New York Mets, 
Wynn as a scout for the Min- 
nesota Twins and Koufax as a 
broadcaster for NBC.

Wood to Coach 
With Chargers

WASHINGTON (AP) - Willie 


Wood thinks its time for a 
black head coach in the Nation- 
al Football League. 


He

Wednesday, retiring as a play- 
er to become defensive back- 
field coach with the San Diego 
Chargers. 


"Eventually I would like to 


move into a head coaching oori- 
tion," Wood said. "I think the 
time will come when the NFL 
will have a Mack coach. This 
job will help prepare me to 
take advantage of the opportun- 
ity, when, incomes."

A District of Columbia na- 


tive, Wood was a quarterback 
at Southern 
California, 
but 


wasn't selected in the pro foot- 
ball draft following the 1959 
season. He wrote a letter to the 
late Vince Lombard!, then head 
coach and general manager of 
the Green Bay Packers, and 
was signed as a free agent. 


Three years later, Wood, ca- 


vorting from his free safety 
spot, grabbed off nine inter- 
ceptions to lead the NFL in 
that category. In his 12 seasons 
with the Packers, the Moot-10, 
19frpounder was considered the 
surest tackier on the squad and 
picked off 48 enemy passes for 
699 yards and two touchdowns. 


"In all honesty, it saddens 


me to leave after 12 years of 
establishing such strong friend- 
ships in Green Bay," Wood 
said. 


"Four or five years ago I de- 


cided I wanted to remain in pro 
football after my playing days 
were over. 


"I was hoping it would be 


with Green Bay, since I knew 
the system there and the per- 
sonnel." 


But the Packers, who have 


had four straight so-so seasons 
after forging a dynasty in the 
NFL from 1980 through 1967, 
hired a new coach prior to the 
1971 season and he brought in 
his own assistants. 


"I sort of felt the guy they 


had hired as defensive back- 
field coach would be around for 
awhile since he built a house in 
Green Bay," Wood said. "I 
couldn't wait to see what would 
happen." 


"I felt it would behoove me 


to look around. So I put out a 
few feelers that this might be 
my last playing season." 


Wood said several clubs con- 


tacted him, but Harland Svare, 
newly named head coach of the 
Chargers, came up with a firm 
offer. 


•'It's kind of difficult to give 


up playing after you've been 
doing it for so long," Wood 
said. "Bui I will be going back 
to California and San Diego, 
and it's an ideal place to play." 


"Plus, I felt the Chargers 


have a nucleus of becoming a 
very fine ball club," he said.

Dear Dr. Lamb—Can you 


explain what the term "split 
second sound" means in ref- 
erence to the heart? Is it se- 
rious or similar to a heart 
murmur? Is heredity impor- 
tant in this condition? 


Dear Reader—There are 


two main heart sounds. Put 
your ear to someone's chest 
over the heart and you will 
hear the lub-dub, lub-dub of 
the heart beat. The lub is 
the first sound and the dub 
the second sound. Actually, 
each of these sounds has 
two parts. The first sound is 
from the c l o s i n g of two 
valves between the upper 
and lower chamber of the 
heart, one on each 
side, 


right and left. These valves 
close to prevent blood from 
lushing backward when the 
lower heart chambers are 
contracting to pump blood to 
the body and lungs. 


The second heart sound oc- 


curs when the heart stops 
ejecting blood and the valves 
to the two big arteries from 
the heart close. One artery 
is the pulmonary artery to 
send blood to the lungs and 
the other is the aorta to send 
blood to the rest of the body. 
These valves close to pre- 
vent blood from r u n n i n g 
back into the heart. 


The first part of the sec- 


ond sound is from the clo- 
sure of the valve in the aorta 
and the second part from the 
closure of the valve in the 
pulmonary a r t e r y . When

In many normal young 


people this occurs normally 
and can be demonstrated in 
different phases of breath- 
ing. This is a normal split 
s e c o n d sound. It doesn't 
mean a thing. 


When the time for the 


splitting is abnormally long 
or if there is some unusual 
relationship to breathing, it 
can be an important clue to 
a defect in the heart. Thus, 
like murmurs that you asked 
about, it can be unimpor- 
tant, or it can be very impor- 
tant and only by knowing 
the complete medical pic- 
ture can one be sure if it has 
any significance or not. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—My doc- 


tor tells me I have hyper- 
insulinism. Is that the same 
thing as hypoglycemia or is 
liyperinsulinism a lesser de- 
gree of low blood sugar? 


Dear Reader—They are 


all the same t h i n g . In- 
creased amounts of insulin 
(hyperinsulinism) c a u s e a 
decrease in glucose (hypo- 
glycemia) in the blood, com- 
monly referred to as low 
blood sugar.

They tore down telegraph line* and 
dug up the railroad tracks that desecrated the 
graves of their ancestors. 


In June. 1.900. the Boxers laid siege to the 


foreign legations in Peking while T/.'ti Hsi.

After 55 days, an allied rescue force of 20,- 


000 troops reached Peking, which they prompt- 
ly plundered, and heavy indemnities were levied 
against the now-doomed Manchus.

state Supreme Court denied 
Wednesday a petition Kenneth 
C. Coffelt of Jacksonville had 
filed challenging the increase 
from $2 to $17 in the license fee 
charged Arkansas attorneys. 


The denial was set forth in a 


per curiam order, which re- 
flects a unanimous court de- 
cision. 


•The court announced Nov.'15, 


1971, through an order that, ef- 
fective Jan. 1 of this year, the 
fee would be increased to sup- 
port a fulltime executive secre- 
tary to the Committee on Pro- 
fessional Conduct.

Blue Shield, private 
medical and health insur- 
ance, and for those over 65. 
(he cost of the Medicare de- 
ductions from their Social 
Security checks. 


For all other medical ex- 


penses, no deduction is per- 
mitted until the total of such 
expenses exceeds 3 per cent 
of adjusted gross income. 
Then the deduction is the 
excess over the 3 per cent 
figure.
